A Vestibule Tram Crushee Into th* Bear 
of un Accommodation Train—Burned 
by Molten M etal—Casualties.

C in c in n a ti, Ohio, Jan. 18.—The fast 
train on the Cincinnati, Hamilton St 
Dayton road bound for Chicago ran into 
the Glendale accommodation at Winton 
place last night, with tho result that a 
dozen lives were lost aud more than a 
score of persons injured. 
The Glendale accommodation had just 
stopped to allow the Winton placo com­ 
muters to drop off, and the vestibule 
train, running at a speed of sixty miles 
an hour, plunged into the rear of the 
accommodation. 
The rear car on the accommodation 
was an express car, and this alone saved 
at least two score lives. Tho big engine 
on the fast line plowed half way through 
the baggage car, frightfully wounding 
the baggage master, Robert Stevenson, 
who has since died. 
His assistant and 
also the firemen and engineer are badly 
wounded. 
A red hot stove in the baggage car was 
overturned, and, the car catching fire, 
the flames seemed Instantly to commu­ 
nicate with tho two coaches, and they 
too, with from six to twelve people, who 
wore wedged in by tho broken seats, 
were burned.

At once the fire department of Cincin­ 
nati was summoned, and several patrol 
wagons quickly responded to the call. 
By tho time two fire engines had arrived 
the two coaches were almost In ashes, 
and little could be dono except to clear 
the wreck so that tho search for the 
dead might bogin. Thoro was tho smell 
of burning flesh In the air, and the 
screams and sobs of frantic women were 
heard. As tho flames gnawed their way 
Into the two coaches agonizing shrieks 
from tho helpless victims pierced the 
atmosphere and many women fainted as 
they heard tho awful cries for hoi p. The 
passengers of the vestibule train, many 
of whom were badly bruised by the 
shock, did all in their power to ald those 
In tho accommodation train, who had 
suffered more than they. 
Glendale Is fifteen miles from Cincin­ 
nati and ono of the most aristocratic of 
Its many suburbs. The bulk of thoso on 
the accommodation wore loading mer­ 
chants, bankers and brokers of the city, 
though many of those who got off at 
Winton place were clerks. A special train 
with surgeons was sent out from here, 
and another special brought the moat 
seriously Injured to the hoeptia! la tho 
city.

Afro-American convention.

tion by an almost unanimous vote. 
Af­ 
ter a spirited discussion the convention 
voted to Indorse the Blair educational 
bill. The constitution adopted Is as fol­ 
lows: 
“The objects of the league are: To 
protest against taxation without repre­ 
sentation; to secure a more equitable 
distribution of school funds in those 
States where separate schools exist; to 
Insist upon fair and Impartial trial by a 
Judge and a jury of our peers In all 
causes at law wherein we may be a party; 
to resist by all legal and reasonable 
means all mob and lynch law, whereof 
we are the victims, and to Insist upon 
the arrest and conviction of all such of­ 
fenders against our legal rights; to re­ 
sist the tyrannical usages of railroads, 
steamboats and other corporations, and 
the violent or unlawful conduct of their 
employes 
In ail cases where we are 
concerned, by prosecution of ail such 
corporations and their employes; to labor 
for the reformation of all penal institu­ 
tions where cruel, laborious, and un­ 
christian treatment of convicts is prac­ 
ticed, and to assist healthy immigration 
from terror-ridden sections to other and 
more law-abiding sections. 
“Tho objects of the league are to en­ 
courage all State and local leagues in 
their e ffo rts to break down color bars, 
and in obtaining for the Afro-American 
an equal chance with others in the avo­ 
cations of life, and to unite such branch 
leagues for organized and effective work 
in securing the full privileges of citizen­ 
ship.” 
An address was adopted setting out 
more at large the objects of the league, 
the means to be used in accomplishing 
Its purpose, and appealing to patriotic 
people of both races for moral support 
and assistance.

W hen tho H ouse adjourned Thursday 
evening a m otion made by Mr. Springer 
to reconsider th e vote by w hich Mr. 
Cannon’s substitute had been lost by a 
vote of 133 to 135 w as pending. 
T h e su bstitute supported by the Chi­ 
cago m en left the world's fair question 
w ith the com m ittee on foreign affairs, of 
w hich Mr. H itt of Illinois Is chairm an, 
w hile tho regular report of the com m it­ 
tee on rules, backed by the adherents of 
N ew York, St. Louis and W ashington, 
recom m ended the 
appointm ent of a 
special w orld’s fair com m ittee of thir­ 
teen. 
A fter tho transaction of a little busi­ 
ness of m inor consequenco Mr. Reed 
said: “ T he business before the Houso is 
Mr. Springer’s m otion to reconsider the 
vote ou tho m inority su bstitute report 
on tho world's fair q uestion." 
“ I m ove to lay th e m otion on 
tho 
table," said Mr. M cK inley of Ohio. 
“ T he question then is to lay the mo­ 
tion on the table,’’ said the Speaker. 
Upon a vive voce vote the Speaker,not 
being able to decide, the roll was called. 
T h e vote w as ayes 142, nays 140. 
Chicago had lost by tw o votes. 
T h e question then recurred on th e 
adoption of the original resolution as 
follows: 
"R esolved, T h at a select com m ittee 
of thirteen m embers bo appointed by 
th e speaker, to be called ‘the world’s 
fair com m ittee,* to w hich shall be refer­ 
red all m atters relating to the proposed 
celebration of th e 400th anniversary of 
tho discovery of Am erica, or the world’s 
fair or 1892." 
T ho resolution w as adopted—yeas, 141; 
nays, 136—Mr. Springer (111.) changing 
h is vote from the negative to tho affirma­ 
tive in order to enter a m otion to recon­ 
sider. 
“ W ell, if the w hole com bination," ex­ 
claim ed Mr. Flower, tho N ew York lead­ 
er, ’‘can’t beat Chicago by more than 
tw o votes, Chicago’s got the fair.” 
N o one here any longer doubts that 
Chicago wl!) get the fair when it com es 
to a vote on tho principal question. 
Mr. Springer said that he only desired 
that the com m ittee should be Instructed 
to report next week to the H ouse a plan 
by w hich tho location m ight bo selected.

Mr. Raines, of N ow York, offered a 
resolution increasing tho m em bership of 
that com m ittee from nino to thirteen.

Tho H ouse then w ent into com m ittee 
of whole, Mr. Burrows, of M ichigan, in 
tho chair, on th e bill to provide for town 
site entries of land in Oklahoma.

ALD. BAKER WILL INTRODUCE THE 
JECT IN THE COUNCIL. 
’’I intimated to you some time ago that 
I intended introducing a resolution in the 
Common council for the appointment of 
a committee to investigate and report a 
general sewerage plan for the city,” said 
Alderman Baker, of the fire t war J, last 
evening to a Casette reporter. “I have 
looked the ground over, ” he continued, 
“and 
have concluded to 
introduce 
the resolution at the next meeting of 
the couneil. You ate, many of our people 
are demanding that se wen be construct­ 
ed, and I am oonvinoed that ’before we 
commence building wa ehould have the 
city carefully surveyed ard plans for a 
general sewerage drawn. 
Thuee with 
whom I have talked favor the idea of 
employing a competent engineer, one 
who his had experience in sewer build­ 
ing, and have complete plans made. Ct 
course, this would ooet considerable 
money, but I cannot see how we oen get 
along without it. I understand,” con­ 
tinued the alderman, “that there is a sec­ 
tion in the “Un iform Charter"law, passed 
by the lest legislature, which relates to 
sewerage, whioh applies to all oitiee, 
and allows the city to divide 
the 
territory into sewerage district, and to 
issue bonds for construction. This be­ 
ing th# case, I see no valid reasons why 
something should not be done now. Sev­ 
eral of my immediate neighbors want 
•ewers built on High and Ravine streets, 
bn! we eannot do anything as I oan see. 
until we have plans to work with. There 
will be another benefit derived from a 
general sewer plan. That big meadow 
up in the first ward oan ba drained by 
the sewer, and for onoe and all a per­ 
plexing quest ien will have been solved. 
Then the trouble with water over od 
Prospect avenue hill eould be disposed 
of in the same way. There are several 
places in the oily where this surface 
water oould be disposed of by means of 
the sewer system.” . 
The expressions of Alderman Baker 
will 
meet the heart endorsement'of 
everyone et all interested in the health 
of the city. As suggested and contem­ 
plated, a general plan for sewerage should 
first be adopted, and tnen the work of 
construction oould be proceeded with at 
pleasure. 
By adopting this course, 
sud building sewers from year to year 
aooording to the general plans, the whole 
system conoid be completed within |a 
few year?, end the hardens of expense 
thus metfiwitb the less! hardships, be­ 
sides it will be the means of furnishing 
employment for a large number of men.
